that it is tlie opinion of the General Assembly-, i

Friday night, the 20th day of September. 
A. I)., 1861, will be to me, whatever it may- 
be to others, a night never to be forgotten. 
Some two hundred fine-looking mountain 
boys, well mounted and equipped, with their 
guns poised in position to he used at a nio. 
inent's warning, came marching into Frank- 
fort. You may ask me why they came. I 
answer I do not know, and could not find 
uny one to tell. 

The excitement created in the popular heart 
seemed to he varied greatly. Some appeared 
to relish their advent as. the prccurser of a 
much larger force, charged with tho duty of 
awing men who talk into silence, and of 
crushing those who have been found acting in 
any way in favor of the people of the seceded 
States. 

Some ran after them, as hoys do after a cir- 
cus or managerie just corning into town, while 
many^thers, with sad hearts, and faces indi- 
cating their sadness, looked as if they felt 
that the ady-ent of this troop into the capital 
of Kentucky was the beginning of tho tramp 
of war that was step hv step to tread out the 
little vestige of freedom remaining in this old 
Commonwealth; the inauguration of a mili- 
tary instead of the civil rule.

“ It is a proud and grand thing for Kentucky 
to stand up and say as she can truthfully, in 
tho face of tho world, ‘we had no hand in this 
thing— our skirts are clear.’ And in looking

can citizens — (heir homesteads subjected to 
lawless visitation, their property confiscated, 
and their persons liable to incarceration and 
search — how grandly does she not loom up 
ns she proclaims to tho oppressed nnd miser- 
able, wo offer you a refuge! Hero constitu- 
tional law and respect for individual rights 
still exist. Here is an asylum where loyalty 
to tho name, nation, and flag of the Union 
predominate; and here is the only place, in 
this lately great republic, where true freedom 
remains — that freedom for which our fathers 
fought — tho citizen being free to speak, write, 
or publish anything he may wish, responsible 
only to the laws, and not controlled by tbe 
violence of the mob.” 

What grand, what glorious position, nnd 
how beautifully, how eloquently described! 

Think you when those gentlemen, who con- 
tributed such rich sentences to the literature of 
the day — tho accredited representatives of 
Kentucky to the “ Border Slave State Conven- 
tion" — saw the Camp Robinson cavalcadeeome 
into Frankfort last night, they could have 
road the foregoing extract from their address 
with the feeling and relish we Union speakers 
did before the last election?

Gentlemen: A very general impression 
prevails that the separation now existing de 
facto between the Confederate States and 
Cnitod States can only be made a separation 
i/e jure by an amendment of the Constitution. 
Those of a contrary opinion generally hold 
that secession hy a convention of a State of 
itself makes a legal and constitutional separa- 
tion. 1 consider both these positions to be 
errors, but do not intend to present any views 
upon the latter. 

Those who entertain the former opinion 
cannot, 1 think, understand, or have not con- 
sidered. the vast powers- possessed hy tbe j 
General Government under th e treaty-making I 
purer. It is well recognized that by it terri- ‘ 
tory can be transferred or ceded as well as 1 
acquired, even though the territory be part of i 
a State. 

No doubt isentertained on lliis point where j 
the cession is by consent of the State whose j 
territory is ceded. This transfer of jurisdic- | 
tion over territory by treaty is one of very | 
ordinary exercise by nations, nnd is mi- | 
questionably embraced by the unlimited 
grant of the treaty-making power in the Con- 
stitution. 

At present the Confederate States, consider- 
ing them as part of the United States, are 
levying war on the United States. The mus- 
tering of armies to resist the laws of the 
United States, the beseiging of its forts and 
seizure by bodies of armed men of its proper- 
ly. would either of them constitute war, ns 
defined and settled by the Supreme Court in 
tlie trials for treason. War can only be ter- 
minated by conquest or treaty. If unable to 
conquer, can it bn possible that perpetual war 
is a constitutional necessity ? The power of 
terminating war hy treaty was known to the 
framers of the Constitution to be a necessity 
of sell-preservation. There is scarcely any- 
thing conceivable that may not become* a ne- 
cessity of war. The cession of territory, or of 
jurisdiction over territory, is a very usual ne- 
cessity in putting an end to the 'ravages of 
war. Tlie present case, psesenting as it does 
a state of war, brings properly into action 
tho most unlimited range of the treaty-mak- 
ing power. 

Considering the General Government as 
founded upon a compact between the States, 
while it is manifest that one State cannot 
by its own act absolve itself from the con- 
tract, yet it is equally manifest she may do so 
by tlie consent of the other States.* The 
President and Senate (which represent the 
Sates) are, l>v the treaty power, fully author- 
ized to consent on behalf of all tho States. If 
tlie President and Senate were by treaty to 
acknowledge the Independence of the Con- 
federate States, they would thereby become 
de jure an independant nation, wholly out 
of the jurisdiction of the General Govern- 
ment. 

\\ hether it is good policy to exercise this 
power at present, is a question of doubt. Th 
only objection on the part of those who de- 
-irc peace is that tho States seceded in great 
haste and under great excitement; that they 
were rather precipitated than deliberately and 
calmly resolved out of the Union. The pres- 
ent uneasy condition of semi- war is very un 
favorable to calm and deliberate reflection 
It acts as a constant stimulous, and would 
probably increase for years. The full and 
mature deliberation, much desired, can be sc 
cured bv a treaty, and, I think, in no other 
wav. By a provision of the troatv in might 
lie required that perpetual separation from 
tho Union should bo submitted to tho vote of 
the people of each of the seceding States, and 
by the terms of the provision, full time from 
the maturest deliberation might and should 
ho secured to the people before the vote is 
taken. Such a vote, so taken, in tlie absence 
of all causes of irritation, if expressed in favor 
of separation, would be conclusive with the 
majority of the people of the United States. 

The Confederate States could not refuse 
such a provision. It is clearly the duty of 
the l nited States not to cede its jurisdiction 
and protection over tho citizens of any State 
without tlie clearest evidence of their consent. 

In the meantime tlie treaty might provide 
for the collection of the revenue, in accord- 
ance with the laws of the United States, in 
the seceding States, until the vote of the peo- 
ple should betaken, and upon the vote being 
taken, the revenue paid over to the Confeder- 
ate States or United States us the people bv 
their votes should decide. All causes of irri- 
tation and all preparations for war could he 
thus avoided, and business resume its usual 
channels, and comparative prosperity return 
to our afflicted country. 

Another value of such a treaty and of the 
calm in the. public mind thus secured, would 
be the fair opportunity given to all the States 
to settle forever this slavery controversy un 
a fair and just basis; which if done would* no 
doubt influence the votes of Seceding States 
on the question of separation. 

I have presented thus hastily some views ns 
to the power and propriety of dealing with 
our deplorable difficulties by treaty rather 
than war. Knowing the great weight of 
your journal, I hope you will consider them, 
and, it you approve, advocate them.

My life has been passed in fa- 
miliarity with scenes of death and suffering. I 
Circumstances have placed me in counties 
where the war was internal — between opposite ! 
parties in the same nation ; and rather than 1 
a country I loved should lie visited with the | 
calamities which 1 have seen, with the unut- 
terable horrors of civil war, I would run any j 
risk; I would make any sacrifice; I would 
freely lay down my life. There is nothing 
which destroys property and prosperity, and i 
demoralizes character to th*' extent which 
civil war does. By it the hand of man is rais- 1 
ed against his neighbor, against his brother, 
against his father, the servant betrays his 
master, and the master ruins his servant.'

11 Mr. JACOBS — Federal Relations — Re- 
ported the Jacobs resolutions which read as 
follows: 

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of Ike 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That Kentucky 
has always looked upon the Union of the 
States, and the prhservation of.liberty, as one 
and inseparable, now and forever. 

2. That wo assumed neutrality and 
mediation not to destroy, hut to preserve the 
unity of the States; not to cast off our alle- 
gian'eo to the Federal Government, hut to try 
and win back peaceably, by proper mediation 
and compromise, tho seceded States to their 
allegiance. 

3. That when 1 we assumed neutrality we 
in donJ ril it merely as an ohevanoe of our con- 

■ffmal duty bv the sufferance, not inde- 
pendence, of the General Government, nor 
lor the selfish purpose alone of preserving 
our peace, but tor the far nobler and holier 
purpose of refraining from the combat, so 
that we could appeal both to the North and 
South to stay the fratricidal and unnatural 
combat, and to oiler our services as mediator 



to adjust the difficulties that unhappily had 
arisen, and restore the work of our fathers. 

4. Resolved therefore. That when the Gen- 
eral Government occupies our soil for its de- 
fense, in pursuance of a constitutional right, 
it neither compromises our assumed neutral- 
ity, or gives the right to the Confederate forces 
to invade our State on the assumption that 
our neutrality has been violated, especially 
when ^hev first set foot upon our soil upon 
the plea of military necessity. 

5. Resolved further , That the honor of 
Kentucky will not permit her to make any 
concessions or compromises to the Confederate 
forces as long as one hostile foot presses her 
soil. 

6. That Kentucky's neutrality has not been 
assumed from fear, but from love to all parts 
of the Union; and if she is forced into this 
combat, that with a brave heart, and clear 
conscience, she will appeal fearlessly to the 
God of battles; and if that dread hour must 
come, Kentucky expects every sou to do his 
duty; she appeals to them by all the cherish- 
ed memories of the past — by the memory of 
Raisin, of New Orleans, of Buena Vista — hv 
all the rich hopes of the future she demands 
that they stand by her until the last armed 
invader is driven from her soil. Who will 
be so base as to desert her ? Who will stand 
before history us both traitor and coward to 
the State whose great heart throbs with un- 
dying love to the sisterhood of States, know- 
ing no sectional limits, but in her love em- 
bracing a boundless continent? If there be 
such a one, may his name be branded with in- 
famy to the remotest time.

\ 1. lie it enacted by the General Assembly 
of fhe Commonwealth of Kentucky , Any per- 
son who — being a military commander or of- 
ficer, or under officer, or private soldier, or 
other person in company with, or in anvwise 
connected with or attached to any military 
camp, station, armory, fort, arsenal, fortifica- 
tion, troop, or army, or vessel or boat of any 
kind or description whatever, used or connec- 
ted with military operations — shall, without 
the consent of the owner thereof, or other per- 
son entitled to the service thereof, take, hold, 
or receive into his service, possession, or 
control, a slave, or who shall advise, induce, 
aid, or assist a slave to escape from the owner 
or other person entitled to the service of such 
slave, or who shall aid. assist, encourage, or 
attempt to authorize a slave to escape, or as- 
sert or claim his freedom, or take up arms, or 
engage in an insurrection within this State 
against citizens thereof, such person or nel- 
sons so offending, and all others who shall 
aid, advise, or assist in the commission of 
either of the offenses aforesaid, shall be guilty 
of a felony, and, upon conviction thereof, pun- 
ished by confinement in the penitentiary not 
less than five nor more than twenty years. 

# 2. This act shall not operate against per- 
sons who may in good faith arrest a runaway 
or fugitive slave with the intention of return- 
ing such slave to the owner thereof. 

\ 3. This act shall take ctfect ten day3 after 
its passage.

Mr. ANDRE WS thought this proceeding 
was an abuse of the privilege granted to Mr. 
G. C. Smith, and upon the question of grant- 
ing a leave he demanded the yeas and nays, 
for the purpose of ascertaining who were in 
favor of having the privilege of the House 
abused.

Additional from Lexington. 

St. Louis, Sept. 20. 

The following additional particulars in ! 
reference to the affair at Lexington, have been 
ascertained: The first attack upon the fortifi- 
cations is said to have been made on Thurs- 
day of last week, but this is certainly a mis- 
take, as Price did not leave AVarrensburg, 
forty miles south of Lexington, until Wednes- j 
day night. The attack was probably made 
on Friday, as per previous advices, with 
about 800 men. The engagement lasted two 
hours, when the rebels were repulsed with a 
loss of one hundred wounded. Our loss is re- 
ported at five killed and several wounded. 

The fortifications are situated on the edge 
of the town, on a bluff overlooking the river. 
The works are of earth, seven feet high and 
twelve feet thick, with a ditch six feet deep 
and twelve feet broad, surrounding them. 1 
Another and a smaller work is erected inside, 
defended by a ditch, the whole capablo of 
holding ten thousand troops. 

The attack on Wednesday was a deter- i 
mined one, and the battle lasted all day. The , 
re-inforeements from the North under Gen. 
Sturgis number probably six thousand ; but 
should they be unable to cross the river, 
which is quite likely, the only aid they can I 
render will be to sweep with their artillery a 
bill unoccupied by the rebels. 

It is confidently told, however, that six 1 
thousand troops which left Jefferson City j 
Wed nesday noon, by steamer, will be able to 
land at or near Lexington, and cut their way j 
through the enemy’s lines and join Mulligan.

Our Grain Crops. — However much other 
classes -of our people may have cause to com- 
plain of it, our farmers are not likely to suffer 
much inconvenience from the pressure of the 
war. There is now but little doubt that the 
demand of for breadstuff* from abroad will be 
greater this year than at any former perioJ. 
Although the wheat crop in England is near 
the average, in Scotland and Ireland it will 
fall far below it. In France it is also ascer- 
tained that the crops will be very short, and 
the extensive purchases already being made 
on French account indicate the extent to 
which we may expect later in the season to 
see our exports to that country pushed. The 
grain crops in the South, respecting which 
there was so much boastful anticipation in 
the secessionist journals, are, according to re- 
cent* accounts, also likely to prove a failure, 
owing to tiff*, heavy rains that prevailed 
tliroiigout the month of August. If peace 
should be conquered by the commencement of 
the New Year, as vfc now have every reason 
to believe it will, the demand from that quar- 
ter for our breadstuff* will be a* large as ever. 
Our Western farmers were never in a better 
condition to supply the wants of the world in 
cereals than at present. They have never , 
been blessed with finer crops, as regards both j 
quantity and quality, and it is probable that 
this year's exportations will abundantly com- | 
pensate them for the losses and sufferings to ; 
which they have been subjected since 1857.
